well tate, that they haue rather merits 
ted pardon by their ignoꝛaunces, than 
pꝛapſyng 02 grace by theyꝛ wiſedeme. 
Theſe were the fy:ſte that wolde ſerche 
the trouthe of the clementes of the de⸗ 
nen, and pet they were the fyzſte that 
dyd ſowe errours in thynges naturall 
ofthe earth , Homere in bis Yiltade 
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faied theſe woꝛdes in ſpeakyng of phi⸗ 
loſophers : I p2aifenothyng the knows 
lage ot mine anceſters, but I can them 
greatte thauke and pzaile, in that thep 
deſpzed knowlage , This was well 
fatcd of homer. Foz if amonge the aun- 
cient men bad not reigned ſuche ignos 
raunce,there had not been ſo many ſecs 
tes of parctalitees incuery (chole. He 
that hath tedde the aunciente antiqui⸗ 
tics of the philoſophers, ſhall not deup 
me the pꝛeſumpcion of the knowlage, 
and ignoꝛaunce of that thep dcſy}ed ta 
knowe, the whiche ts chtefe cauſe that 
ſctence is nor all one. There is greatte 
nombie ot parcialitees, Linitiens, Las 
tontens, Peripatictiens, Academiens, 


and Epicurtens, who were as contrary 
tn their opinions, as diners in their na⸗ 
turalittes. will not that mp penne 
bee ſo diſmealured to tepꝛoue ſo muche 
the aunctente men, that the glone all 
onelp woulde abyde with them that be 
preſeut. Truely it be merite guardon 
aud pꝛaiſe, that ſweweth me the wate,

And yk they that were than were nowe 
at this hour, they (oulde ſurmount vs 
in knowlage . And that this is trewe it 
appeteth well. Fo? the auncienc ſages, 
with heir diligenceto know the trouth 
by their cloſe ⁊ ferme made the wales 2 
But we by our (lowth folowe not the 
open waies. Thanto the purpoſe that 
IJ wtl (ate, we that be now p2eſent, can 
not complaine of theim that haue bene, 
but that the trouth (the whiche accoz⸗ 
dyng to Anl.gel.ts doughter of ß tyme) 
in this tyme of the worlde declareth 
to vs the erroutes, that we ought to 
fle, the trouth of the doctrine that we 
ought to folowe . But as now the du⸗ 
maine malyce is ſo expert, and the vn⸗ 
derſtandyng ot moꝛtall men is ſo dull, 
that in tyme of neede, in goodneſſe of 
wit we fatle,+ in all yl we knowe moe 
than we ought to knowe.Yn ſuche wile 
that tome with one parte of the _— 
an 
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and ſome with telle, all preſume to wypn 
the game. And though this be true, pet 
it is but a ſmall thyng to that we abide 
fo: : There is ſo much that we ought to 
know . Fo; the moſt that we knowe is 
the lcaſte parte of that we de tgnozant 
ot, as the thynges natural, according to 
the variety of the time, like mauer doth 
the operactons of the elementes. gn ſem 
blable wiſe in thynges moꝛtall, as the 
ages hath ſucceded, ſo are ry 
the ſcteuces. Fo: certatne all the fłuites 
cometh not togtther. whan one faileth, 
an other begtuneth to enter in ſeaſon, J 
will tate, that neither all doctouts as 
mong ch:(ſten men, oz all the philoſo⸗ 
phers amonge the les were con 
cutt ant in one tyme but after the death 
of one good, an other came better. The 


biah and ſupzeme wiſedome, the whis - 


che all meane thynges gouernethe by 
Juſtyce, and departeth it accozdpuge 
to his bountee, wil not that at one time 
the woꝛlde hulde want oz bee deſtitnte 
of ſage men, noꝛ at an other tyme want 
of ſymple perſounes : ſome del 
the frutte, and ſome the leaues. In 
lache lozte that they woulde baue en⸗ 
upe of that rn impeached . 
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This aunctente wo2lde that ranne in 
Gaturnus dates, the whiche otherwiſe 
was called the Bolden woide, the 
whiche was ſo eftemed of theym that 
ſawe it, and ſo muche pꝛayſed of theym 
that herde the wittyng thereof, and fo 
muche deſpꝛed of theym that kelte no 
parte thereof, was not golde by the ſas 
ges that dyd gylte it, butbycauſerhat 
there was none pil that dyd vugpite it. 
Thigouragce nowe is ot pꝛon: ret it 18 
notcilled ot pon, fo: faure of ſages, 
but bycauſe the malictouſe people ſurs 
mounte . 9 contelle one thpng, and 9 
thytke J (hall baue many wyllc fas 
uoute me in the tame, that there was 
neucr in the worlde fo muche people 
teachyng vertue, and ſo fewe folowyng 
the ſame. Aul. Gele lateth in bis booke, 
that the auucient ſages were Holden in 
reputacion, bycauſe there were fewe 
teachers and many lerncers:and at this 
boure it is contrary, there bee but fewe 
learncrs, aud manie teachers The 
ſmall cfeeme that the ſages dee in at 
this tyme, mate bee ſerene by greatte 
vencracton thar the phtloſophers were 
bolden in as thaune, the whiche tbyng 
was trewe: Zomer among the 2 
a 
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Salomon amonge the Heb:ewes, Tp⸗ 
gurge amonge the Lacedemontens, Lts 
ute amonge the Komapnes, Cicero as 
monge the Latrines, Apolontus Thtas 
neus amonge all the barbartke nacts 
ons. 9Jdeſp:eto haue bene in all theſe 
a ges, whanthe worlde was ſo rich2 of 
ſage perſons, and ſo pode of ſymple 
perſons, whanne they aſſembled out of 
terte counttepes, and of dpucrs reals 
mes and ſtraunge nactons: not all one⸗ 
Iv to haue derde their doctrines, but 
alſo to haue ſene their perſons, J thinke 
TJ am not begyled in the hiſtories, For 
whan Kome tn his moſte p2oſperitee 
was bygheft in triumphe, Titus Liufs 
us doth wirte tn his hiſtozics, and the 
gloztouſe Caincte Bierome affirmeth it 
in the prologue of the bible, that mo 
people came to Rome to ſee the eloquen 
ces of thebokes, moze than to toye anp 
Komaine triumph. Whan Olimptas 
was deliuered of hir chtlde the greatte 
Hlerander, Þbilyp der buſbande and 
father tothe ponge childe wore a lets 
ter to Yriſtotle, wherin he ſaſed: g geue 
great graces to the goddis, not all ones 
ly that they Haue gyuen vnto me a 


ſonne,but baue giuen 
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to me tn the tyme that thou mayſte bee 
hisimnayſter, and he thy diſciple, 2H arc 
Aurcie the empcrour, of whome this 
p:cſent bone entreateth, be ſpeakynge 
ot him ſclfe wꝛoteto Palion theſe wor? 
des: Srende J will thou knowe,that Y 
am not made emperour by reaſon of 
the bloud of my predeceſtours, noz pet 
fo: the fauour of mp lynage nowe pie⸗ 
ſente, but it was bycauſe J daue bene 
alwates a freende and louer of the ſa ge 
people aud enemp to them that baue nga 
good knowlage . Migdt dappe was 
Nome to choſe ſo valiant an empcrour, 
and right tortunat was that emperour 
to come to ſuche an empire, not by patrt 
monie, but by ſagenes . Und if that age 
was gloꝛtouſe in toiyng of his perlone, 
no leſſe it is to vs to tope of bis dDoctris 
nes. J wyll intitle this boke the Gol⸗ 
den boke. It mate be called golden, bp » 
cauſe in ſobygh eſtimactou it bholderh 
the vertuouſe, difcoucrynge in they? 
timethts booke with the ſenrences, as 
theſe pzinces holderh they? myncs of 
golde in their Judces. But J (ate that 
at this boute there bee moo bertes 
banyſſhed into the Judees of golde, 


thanne to emplote therm to rede the 
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workes of this boke . Saluſte ſafeth; 
that there ought great glo:te be gyuen 
to theym that haue done veraie bygh 
and great actes: And that there ougbt 
noleſTe fame and renowme by gpuen to 
tyoſe that in a good ple haue witten 
theym .

This ſemed to be true, by that 
Socrates was reponed of Plato, and 
Blato of Ariſtotle, Atiſtotie of Aben⸗ 
rup3, Sctlio of Sulpice, Lely ot Gatto, 
Marinus of Tome, Enio of lþozace, 
Senec of Yule Geile, Eſtratocies of 
Strabo, Teſato of Balcne, Harmas 
goꝛe of Cicero, O2Pgen of ſaincte Yes 
rom, ſayncte Yerom of xuffyn , and 
nuffyn of Donate © Spthe that in 
theim and in their Woꝛzes there bathe 
beene co:rection, who were menne of 
bighe knowlage, it is no reaſon that 
J ſhoalde bee tu their fraternitec, ſee⸗ 
yng that Iknowe * W 
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the craminacton of wile and verfuous 
men. To theim J ſubmit this pꝛeſente 
warke, and to theim that baue beene 
ſuche, IJ them require to be contente to 
be the reders, and not tudges thereof, 
I t wereno pacience toſuffre, noz lawe 
to permttte, that a thyng that a ſage 
perſoune with greatre matutitee and 
deltbecacton Hath witten, to dee dp 
ſpꝛaiſed by a ſymple perſone . Fo ones 
teadpuge, oftentimes the aucroures 
and wiiters are diſpꝛaiſed, not of them 
that can traduce and compoſe woz⸗ 
hes: but ot theim that can not vns 
derſtande theym, and pet lefTe reade 
theym. g tate further of aduauntage, 
that diners haue w:iitten of the tyme 
of the ſated atze Yureleo empe⸗ 
rour, as Herodtan wore lyttell, Eus 
tropio leſſe, Tampꝛidio pet leſſe, Julius 
Capitolin ſomewhat moe. The wip⸗ 
tynges of theim, and ot other ſcemeth 
rather epitomes, than hiſtozics. There 
ts difference betwene this wiitpng, 
and that thet mote by heryng (ate: but 
they, by whome baue compoſed this 
preſent wozke, they were witneſſe by 
ſyght, aud not by hearyng of other, but 
they w3zote what they ſaw theim _ 
Tha 
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That is to (ale amonge the maiſters, 
who learned the ſated emperour they? 
lctences,there were the, that is to ſap, 
Tunio Kaſtico, Cina Catule, and Ser⸗ 
to Chcronenſe, neuewe co the greatte 
DBlutacke. Theſe bene they that baue 
witten this preſenc hiſtory, Serto £bes 
roncuſe in greke, and the other two in 
latine, Ithinke of this hiſto2te is but 
(mall notice, bycauſe vato this houre 
it bath not be ſcene impnted. Whan 
9 departed from the college of ay ſtu⸗ 
dy, aud went to pꝛeache in the palays, 
where Iſlawe fo many newe noucltces 
iu the courtes, J delyuered my ſelfe 
with greatte deſpze to knowe thyn⸗ 
ges, and gaue my ſelfe to ſearche and 
knowe thynges auncient . And the caſe 
foꝛtuned on a date, readypug an hiſtoꝛie, 
g founde therein mattter to be noted in 
a piſteil, and it ſceemed to me ſo good, 
that I put all mine bumaine fo:ces to 
ſerche farther . Aud after in reuolupng 
dyucr 3 bokes, ſcrchyng in diuers libꝛa⸗ 
ties, and alſo ſpeakyng with diuers ſas 
ges of diaersrealmes, finally J fouud

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meane. WhanthercalmeofAcaye 
dmptted His perillous hoznes, and 
dis pioude heade, to the ([weete obeys 
ſauncc of the empp2e, thei dew theim 
to this coudicton,that thep would haut 
ben the hooſtes of thegarniſons of all 
Acate, and not diſciples of the ozatours 
of Rome. At that ſcaſon there was in 
Rome a great loꝛd, ambaſſadour of A⸗ 
cape,temperate in wooꝛdes, and honeſt 
of ltupng, with a white head: Dowas 
enquired of the ſenate, why de was ſa 
ttuel. to leade into his countrep fo: men 
of warte, pooze and couctous ſquyers, 
aud leaue wiſe men of great hert. 
De anſwered with ſuch loue as de had 
to his counttep, and with ſuch grautitee 
as longed to ſuche a perſon, and alſo

Tos moꝛe that we repſc and cralte vs 
with ſcience and get libertees, themore 
lower we do put the tleſhe with her mi⸗ 
ſeries. Beleue me one thyng, that pt 8 
tree bearcth not in ꝛimetyme bis flo: 
wers, we hope not to haue the frutte in 
batueſte rype: and a younge man that 
bathe not paſſed his youthe with ponge 
people, we haue no hope that he ſhould 
paſſe bis age with olde men. And as 
we male our naturalitee, and not 
cleane to fo: do it fo thoſe fathers erte, 
that ar ſo crtremly atfectioned, to h aut 
they: thyldꝛen to begynne as olde men.

des. The ſacted pryeſtes tlamines dis

Whan the Kos 
main emperour went #2 came to Nome, 
to viſyte the hbygh capitoll, and che ves 
ſtall vpigms forthwith rhey wente (8 
P2aic, wor\(hyp, and to offcr at the tem? 
ple ot Janus. Thc daic of ceelebzacion 
of the ſated fcaſte, all Rome _— 
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and put on theim the beſte clothes that 
they hadde, bieunuyng great lyghres in 
bouſe, and made many plaics of 
cutertludes, of geſtes and iuglyng, and 
watched al npghre in the remples, and 
delyuered al the pꝛyſonets that were in 
puſon fo2 det. and paid the debtes with 
the common treaſure. Thet had tables 
with meate before their doores, in ſuch 
aboundaunce, that more was lefrthan 
taten, wherwith all the poore folkes in 
Nome were relcuced. The Konapus 
thought. that whatſo euer thep ſpent 
that date, that the god Jano (whiche 
was god of tymes) wold rewarde them 
double, The Komayns faicd, that this 
god Y mus was not vakinde noꝛ no ny 
garde, fo: pt they ſpente a lyttell, he 
wolde reco'mpence theym with a great 
deale. Atthis fraſte was madegrcate 
p!oceTions, cucry-ſozt of people by th 
eile, the ſenate went a parte, the p2yes 
ſes aparte, The Lenſo:es aparte, the 
ÞPlcbepnes aparte, The matrones any 
yonge maydes by theym ſelfe, and the 
ambaTadourcs went in pꝛoc 
all the captiues and piifoners. Thus 
they wente euer two and two: the ende 
of one company, was 4 I" was 
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an other, And thus out ot the tempic 
they 


Janus, weute aboute all the tems 
ples of Nome, and ſo oute of Porte las 
tiue into theficldes, and rounde about 
the walles of Nome. And bycaulſe the 
circuite of Nome was great, the pzocef- 
ſions went but from one gate to an os 
ther, ſo that towardentght all the pꝛo⸗ 
ceſtions of Rome had gone cuerypch ane 
in their company about: And that done 
thetretou [11 into the temple, then 
thescame out df, and there offered cche 
one as thei might. And in the ſaid pro» 
ceſſions it was of cuſtome, that the em 
perours wente accompanied with the 
ſcnatours +: But this good emperour 
was ſo familicr, that he wolde honour 
and accompany euery man. It was arcs 
cuſtomed in Rome, that the ſated dan 
themperour (houlde weare on dis cobe, 
and mantell impertall. And all p2i(o- 
ners and captiues that mighte touche 
bym with their hande, were deltuered, 
and all treſpatours wer pardoned, and 
banyſhed folke were fozgpuen, and cal 
led agayne. And this emperour to vie 


his clemencie, and to leaue after bym 


perpetuall memoꝛie, lette the proceſſion 


of ſenatouts aud withoute any —

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went the pzoceTion with pzifoners and 
captiues. The whiche doyng, was oc- 
caſion to leaue behynd hym perpetuall 
memoꝛie of him ſelfe,and great eraums 


ple of clemcncie and lowelyneſle to the 


ynces fo; to come. Howe bee it there 
is nothyng ſo well dooen of theim that 
de good, but fozthwith it chall bee con- 
tratied of theim that be pll : And ther⸗ 
loꝛe this example was ſo much diſp2at- 
ſed of theim that were p11, as pꝛapſed 
and allowed of them that were gagd.

¶ Julius Cetat, the laſt dictatour any 
fir} emperour, bicauſe he fo:gattobea 
mi among men, but thinkig to be a god 
among goddes, beyng a lawdable cuz 
ſtome, that the ſenate ſhould ſalute the 
emperour on their knees, and the empes 
tour toryſe curteifly agaynſt theim:bts 
cauſe of a pꝛeſumptuous mind, he weld 
not kepe the ſeremonie, he mectted to 
leſe his life with. rritt . ſtrokes of pen⸗ 
knyues. And as I tate of theſe ſo ewe 
a numbꝛe, I mate ſaie of many other . 
The phiſicions with a lytrell Kubarbe 
purge many hamours of the body, and 
the emperout with a lytrel bencuolence 
taketh many greues fro the Nomackes 
ot his ſubiectes. The people owe obe⸗

was of cutome that cinperours bade 
euer lyghtes bꝛennpug in their chaum⸗ 
ber. Aud ther oe whan he awoke, bys 
cauſe he wolde not be pdle, he had cut 
a hoke at bis bed es heed. and thus u 

eldyng he ſpente the reſt of the nighte, 
tyll it was date. De aroſe at. vi. of the 
clocke, and made bym ready openly uot 
angrelp, dut mcrily : he wold demaund 
of theim that were pꝛeſente, howe they 
bad (ſpent al the night time. And there 
be would teherſe what he had red that 
nyght - Whan he was ready, he won 
waſhe his handes with very well ſme 
lyng waters: fo: he was a great lou 
ot al{weteodours. De had a good and 
a qupche ſmellpng. Than in the mo 
nyng befoze cuery man, be woylde tan 
Ut, 02+ tit, moꝛſelles of electuarie of i 
cados, and two dzaughtes of Aqua vis 
te. Atter that in ſommer he would 80 
fo;th with a foote to the riuer ſide — 
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dowꝛes . And as ſone as the heat came, 
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there paſſe the tyme the ſpace of two 


wolde go to the high capitoll to rhe 
ate. That done he wente to the col⸗ 
ledge, where as al the pꝛocutours and 
ambaTadours of all promnces were, 
and there he wold be a great part ot the 
date, and here euery nacton by it ſelfe, 
accoꝛdyng ro the tyme that was depu⸗ 
ted by 02der . And toward the euening, 
de woulde go to the temple of the yyꝛ⸗ 
gyns veſtales, He eate but ones a Hap, 
and that was ſomewhat lace, and than 
be wold mage a good meale, and but of 
fewe meates.

It was a maruatlous thyng 
to (ce, that without any ſprakynge to 
them, oꝛ without any mans intyſemem 
they determpued all togyther to 5 
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the bygh capytoll, and there in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of cucry man pꝛeſented they? ows 
ches hangyng at their cares. The tyn⸗ 
ges of their fyngers, the bzacelcttes of 
they armes, the perles from their at⸗ 
tires of their heades, the colicrs frome 
their neckes, The bꝛoches of their brea 
es, the gyꝛdels aboute their middels. 
and borders of their gownes. And 
though that their gytte was eſtemed to 
a aret value, pet their good willes was 
eſtemed a great deale more. The rithes 
that thei offered there was ſo gret, that 
there was not all onely inoughe to pers 
loꝛme the vowe of the ſtatute, but alſo 
to purſewe the warte.

The fourthe that in their diſeaſes they 
my abt dꝛinke wine, where as before on 
their lyues they durſte d2ynke none but 
water: The. v. that the Matrones of 
Rome great with chylde, (ould not be 
tefuſed of anp thyng that they dcſired, 
Theſe fypue thpnges to certapne werte 
tuſtcly and willyngly graunted by the 
ſenate. And why this lawe that com- 
maundeth to denap nothpuge to a wos 
mafwith chylde was made, I'wyl tell 
the the occaſion that moued the {rnare 
fo to do Fulutus Totquate beyng cöſul

uught. So was the wite of the fatd To! 
quate, that was nyghe the tyme of her 
delyueraunce greatte with chylde, of 
trouth a woman ſo honeſte, that fo: the 
ſobꝛe ſolitatines that (the kept in Rome 
ſbe bad no leſſe gloꝛie than had her bul⸗ 
bande in the warres fo: his wozthines, 
the whiche was well pꝛoued. Foz in ”

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tilt, yere that Toꝛquate her houſband 
was in Alic a warte fare, the fy: tune 
that he went thither, che was neuer ſen 
at the wyndowe lokpng oute, and ſbee 
was not al onely regarded fo? that, but 
in all the ſated cum, yperes neuer man 
thylde no! man aboue che acge of. viit. 
yetes came within her gates. And not

CBchold Fauſtinc, this lawe was not 
made to remedy the deathe of this mas 
tron, but tothend that to ſuch as pe be, 
and to al the world it ſbuld be a perpe- 
tualerample of bir life, and memo?2y of 
bir deathe: It was well done to 02dcin 
that lawe toꝛ an honeſte woman beyng 
with child, that it ſhulde be kepte to al 
ver tuous women. And as womt wold, 
that the law of them that be with child 
ſuld be kepte,ſo by the ſame lawe it is 
requiſite to require that they be honeT, 
In the.viti.table of the lawe it is (ated: 
We command, that where there is coꝛ⸗ 
rupcion of cuſtomes there Uberties (hal 
not be kept, C Howe 
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CHowe tydynges was bzought to the 

emperoar, that the Mauritapus

not in verpe pertite heithe, for be 
(oe payned with the gout in his foote: 
there came a Lenturpon in maner of a 
meTager with great haſte, ſapeng that 
in great butayne was ſodeinly arriued

C. and. xxx. chips of the realm ot Mau⸗ 
tit ain, and the quantitee ot᷑.xx. M. men 
of foote, and. ii.. men of atmes:and 
that the kyng of Mauritaypues bzother 
was their capitain,named Aſclipio, the 
whiche had taken lande at a hauen of 
the ple called Urpine, and that to reſiſt 
lo great a power, there were but a tewe 
people in the ſaid ple. The good empe⸗ 
tour heryng thele tidynges , though he 
lelte it tuwardely as a man, vet he — 
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ned it outwardly as a diſctet manwitz 
a ſadde countenaunce , and made fewe 
woo:des. Than ſeynge, that buſyncſſe 
might not be delated, be laid theſe wor 
des: J wyll go with a fewe people, and 
do what I can. Fo? better it wer with 
a fewe to goe betymes, than to tary fo: 
many and gooc to late. Yud fozthwith 
the good emperour pouruepecd , that all 
thcy of his palais (houlde depart to go 
to B1ytainc, and none to tarp dehynde 
to ho bim (crutice, Thecuſtome was, 
that the emperours ſbulde haue alway 
in their howſes ſuch men as were mete 
to bc (ſcat forthe in any buſyneſts that 
ſhbuid happen fo2 warte. And after that 
they were ſhypped, there aryucd one of 
Biꝛitaine, that ſbewed, howe the M) aus 
titains were retourned, fo that none of 
theim was lefre in the ple. Than this 
emperoꝛ kept his houſe in a good point. 
Littcll occaſion ſuckpfeth to theim that 
benaturally of il inclinaction, fo Depart 
and ſpꝛede thoꝛough counttreis to dooe 
harme : theretoze he ſente theim of dis 
houſe to the entent, that by occaſion of 
the warte, they ſhoulde not leade an pl 
lpfe. Than the empcrour fearpng the 
diToluciou of his courte, and boldeneſſs 
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af his officers, to the entent thei (hulde 
not leaue vertue and growe in vice, he 
detetmined on a day to tal them to him 
ſecretly, and to ſap theſe woꝛdes to the.

Aman that paſſeth His lyfe withoute 
pꝛotite, as one buwortchy to lyue, ought 
to h aue the reſte ot his Iyfe taken frome 
dym. The filthe of ſecrete chaumbies, 
the ſtyuche of the pumpe in ſhippes, noꝛ 
the oꝛdutes of cities do not coꝛtupt the 
ay:e ſo muche, as ydel folke do the pco- 


ple. And as there is in a man, that oc⸗ 
cupts 
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tupieth his tyme well, no vertue but (x 
encreaſcth, ſo in dym, that occupyeth 
bis tyme pll, there is no vyllame but u 
is ſuſpect in him. A man that is alway 
well occupied, ought cuer to de treputed 
as good: and the pi man withoute fur- 
ther inquiry ought to be condemned as 
noughte. Shewe me now, J deſpꝛe you 
what docth nouryſſbe the coztupte and 
fowle wiedes, the nettelles that Ninge, 
and the buers that pꝛicke, but the erthe 
that is vntplled. and waren wyld, and 
the iicldes tub ot thyſtels, which is not 
wpeded, and vyſited with the plough ? 
Co Rome without Nome, that nowe 
as vnhappp haſt but onely the name of 
Rome, bycauſethou art ſo dert in vers 
tues, and makeſte vyces good chepe. 

Yea yea, and J ſhall tell the, knoweſte 
thou wherefozethou arte ſo ? bycauſe 
thou haſt vnpeopled the lanes and ſtres 
tes of woꝛkemen and ockycers, and haſt 
peopled it all about with intinite vacas 
bundes.

What a 
diuin thing was it to ſe the dinine won 
des of our pꝛe deceſſours, the which ſtrh 
Tullius Hoſtlins, vnto Quintus Cin⸗ 
tinatus dictatour, and ſyth Cincingtus 
vnto Lyncinos, which were ofthe Sil- 
lans and Martians, there was neuer 
Conſull at Rome, but he coude do ſome 
maner of octłyce oꝛ occupacid6, wher with 
thet were occupied whan they? office in 
the Senate was ended. Some coulde 
payute pictures 02 other latte wozkes, 
Other coulde graue images and poꝛtty 
in wood 02 carthe, oꝛ other thynges, oz 
coulde wozke in ſy luer, and other met- 
tals: and other redde in ſcholes.

Other thynges IJ fynd in the (ated an- 
nalgs wo:thic of etern memoꝛie, the pe⸗ 
ople of Nome haupug. tit. peryllous 
warrcs togyther (pong Scipio againſt 
the ÞPentens, AJucic agapnuſt the Cay⸗ 
ens, Metellus againſte Alcrander of 
Macedonie, and an other Mcteltus his 
bother agaiſt the Leltiberes of Spain) 
the lawe beyng ſo ſoꝛe kepte, that none 
ſhoulde be taken from the miſteric and 
office that he occupied, and the ſena⸗ 
tours haupngertremenceetitee of mel- 
ſengers to ſende to the warres , whan 
the ſenatours had gon th:e dais about 
with the cerſoꝛs of Nome, thct coulde 
not tynde one ydell man to be ſent forth 
with their letters.

frauapl they may liuc,and not bzoughe 
bp iu places, where by ideines thei map 
be tolte . Und that lawe fayth ferther⸗ 
mo2e: If that pong people obeycnot as 
yonge, we wyll that the aged people do 
toꝛtecte and puniſhe them as aged, And 
n caſe that the fathers be .

to be diligent to chaſtiſe them. 

C Lertapnly theſe woꝛdes ate wozthp 
to be noted; wherby Ly the kyng 
deſerued eternall memo2yp for hts per⸗ 
ſon, and the ſaid realm perpetual peace 
in the common welthe. O Nome, what 
doſt thou? why regardeſt thou not theſe 
lawes of the Lacedemontens, whiche-. 
with their frendly cuſtomes, doth mock 
thy utall vyces? Slepeſt oꝛ wakeſt - 
O Rome thou wakeſt all the woꝛlde to 
leaue ſwete trauatles,and llepef in vn⸗ 
tufte idelneſſe. Thou arte ſure of enne⸗ 
mies, and thou careleſſe art dzowned in 
louth and idelneſſe . Than ſytc he that 
they that been farre of, do waken the, 
thou oughteſt to awaken theim that 
thou kepeſt with the.

O right bappie baron, before 
whome the people feared moe to bey, 
del, than to be y11 befozc any other, 
Than bcholdec pe at this houte, what 
forcc vertue bath, and Howe valiaunte 
a vertuous man ts, ſcyng thar all the 
world feated Rome onely, fot her wars 
thpnes in armecs : and all Kome feared 
Catho, oncly fot his vertues . The ads 
nentures of men arc ſo dyuers, aud the 
ſulſpecte foꝛtune gyucth lo many ouer⸗ 
thwart turnes, that after that a great 
ſpace ſhe hath gyuen great pleaſures, 
incontinent we are cyted to her ſubtyll 
frauatles of repenutaunce., O Happie 
Catho Cenſo:ine, who with ſuche 4s 
bauc tolowed his wates, ate nowe ſure 
fro the abatementes of fortune . Than 
bc that wyll haue glote in this lyfe, 
aud attayne g1o2y after deathe, —— 
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F 6c1oucd of mauy, and feared of all: let 
dym be vertues in doyng of good woꝛ⸗ 
des, and decetue no man with vayne 
wo2zdes . J \weare vuto you by the law 
of a man of wozſbip, that if the goddes

Than vou ot my court take good h 
and prynte welle my wootdes in 
myndes: fo: who ſo euer 7 ſe o: fyude 
ydell from heus foꝛth, I diſcharge hen 
out of mp ſcruyce. pe that bee learned 
matic write and rede, pe that be men of 
armes and knyghres, erercpſe you i 
fcatcs of warre, ye that bc officers, ocs 
cupie you i Pour officcs, And rake 
this fo: certaince, that pt pe take not 
this fo: a warnyng and montcton that 
J haue giuen you berwene you and mt,

commonlyc : In the myddes of rhe 
ſaicd chattotte was a caudzon lyke x 
table with two cares, wherin the (ated 
monſtcr was:and therfore it was ſcene 
— the gyꝛdelſſede vpwarde Be 
went about in the citic fro gate to gan 
a long ſpace caſtyng out ſpercles of fire 
The feate was ſo greatte, that dyuers 
women with chylde were delyucred 
with great peryll, and other that were 
weahke harted fell in afwowne. And all 
the people greatte and malle, leſſe and 
moꝛe. r anne to the temples of Jupyter, 
Mats, and Phebus, makyng impoꝛtu⸗ 
nate cries and clamours. Und the ſame 
ſcaſon all the ſaicd ÞPp2arcs were lod- 
ned tn the goucrnours palapes names 
Solyn. De was of the nacton of Caput, 
and there was all the rycheile kepte. 
And whan this monſter had bene ouer

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alays, where the Pytates Were, and 
g very nygh to the gates that were 
faſt cloſcd, the mdſter cut an care of one 
bf thc lions, and with the blood therof 
de w2ote thele letters.

Whiche all 
togyther is to fate, Render that pertep⸗ 
neth to other, pt that pe wylle in peace 
197 your owne. Surtcly the ppꝛates 

e ſooꝛe affrayde of that drcdful com 
mandement: and the woman wasgret- 
ly pzapſed fo her hyghe declacactor:. 
Than fo:thwith the fame nyghtc the 
monſter wente into a hyghe mountayne 
talled as than Janicta, and ther by the 
ſpace of the days was it the ſyghte of 
il the citie: and in that ſceſon the lions 
made gteat tezpug and howlyng, and 
the beares and monſter kaſtc out great 
tat full flames , And all that ſcaſon 
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there neyther appered dyꝛde in the ayn 
no: beaſte in the teldes, and all the men 
offred great ſacryfyces to the goddes, 
in ſuche wyſle that they bzake the vey⸗ 
nes of their handes,and fete,and offred 
they? blode,to ſe it they mpghr appeaſe 
thepꝛi goddes. After the the days paſ* 
ſed, ſodcaly appered a cloud blacke and 
derke vppon the crthe, and it began to 
thunder and lyghten, with a great erth 
quake, ſo that many howſes teil in the 
citiłk, and many of the dwellers and ct: 
tcſins dyed . And than ſodepnely thee 
came a flame of fp:c frome the monſter, 
and bꝛent all the palays, where the (aid 
15y2ates were, and the rycheſles that 
were in it, ſo that all was conſumed in 
it, yea the very ſtones : and the domage 
was ſo greate, that there fell mo then 
it. M. heuſes. And there dyed as good 
as.r.M.pcrſons. And in the lame place 
on the toppe of the mountapne, where 
as the monſter was, themperour com- 
maunded to cdific a temple to the god 
Juppter in memoꝛy of the ſame. Of the 
whiche temple themperour Alerander, 
bauyng warte with them of the realm,

lawes. And pf they dyd, it (bulde de in⸗ 
fozmed to the ſenate. And there all togi⸗

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tothe dpuerlitce of the fautes that the 


had committed. Bur the fautcs come | 


mitted that pꝛeſente pere, they myghre 
not chaſtice, but to aduertyſe them to a 
mend afterward. And all ſuch as were 
ones warned, and in the nerte viſiracys 
on founde ſty1ll vnamended, to bc gre⸗ 
uouſly punyſhed, and ſometyme banys 
bed. Theſe were the wordes of the law 
in the. v.table and thyꝛde chapiter 2 Jt 
ts oꝛdeyned by the holy ſenate, by con: 
ſen of bliſfull men receyuyng the ans 
cient colontes, that if men beyng men in 
one ycre do treſpas, the men as men fo 
the ſCaſed pere ſhall dimmule and fots 
beare:but pt they thatbeyll as pill doc 
not amende they that begood, as good 
wall chaſtiſe them. Alſo theſated lawe 
ſapthe, the tyꝛſte tautes ate ſuffred, bys 
cauſe they ar commptted with weake 
tgano2ance: but pt they contynue them. 
that they be chaſtyſed bycauſe they: pil 
cometh offlouth and malyce. This it: 
quyſicton was euer made in the mo⸗ 
neth of December, bycanſe that ſoone 
after in the moncth of Yaniuer the of: 
fices of Rome were dpupded. And it 
was rea fon, that they (Wulde knowe ta 
whome they could gyue 0; denye — 
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dygnities,to thentent that good ſhulde 
not be choſen in ſtede of pll.noꝛ the yi iu 
ted of good. The particuler cauſe why 
they banyſbed the man and his wpte 
with their doughter was this: The ſe⸗ 
conde emperour of Nome Huguſt oꝛdei⸗ 
ned that none wulde beſo hardy to pis 
at anp doꝛes of the temples: and Calp⸗ 
gula the. uu. empetoure tommaunded, 
that no woman ſhuld gpue any cedules 
to hange aboute the peoples necke, to 
deale the feuer quartapne. And Sato 
tenſozine made à lawe, that no ponge 
man no: yong map den chulde ſpeake to 
gither at the conduites 92 wellcs, wher 
they ferched water, no: at the ryucr, 
wher they waſbed they? clothes, no2 at 
thc oucens where they baked bꝛeade by⸗ 
tauſe all the pong people of Rome that 
wer wyld and wanton, raune euer thys 
ther. So it befell, that as the cenſutes 
and conſules vpſited the quarter called 
mount Celio, there was a dweller na- 
med Antigouus accuſed, that he was 
lene pyTyng agapuſt the temple walle 
of Mars: and his wyfe was accuſed, 
that (be had ſold cedules foz teuet quar 
taines:and like wiſe his doughter was 
accuſed, that che was ſcne at yt 
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duptes,ryuers, and ouens, ſpekpug and 


laughing with yong men of Meme, be 


whiche was a great ſhame to the mays 
dens of Nome. Thanthe cenſures ſeing 
the pll oꝛder, that they had found tu the 
houſe of the lated Unthigone by the re: 
geſters, by duc craminacton, beyng war 
ned afo:e, they were danpched into the 
ples of Cictill, for as longe as it ſhoulde 
pleaſe the ſenate. And lyke as in editt⸗ 
ces, ſumptuouſe and of greatte ceſtys 
macion one ſtoue is not decayde 02 wy 
theb out without hakyug o2: mouynge 
of an nother:cuen lykewyſc is it in the 
chaunces ot men. Fo: commonly one va 
bappynes chaunceth nor, but an nother 
foloweth.Ind J ſay this bicauſe Antht 
gone loſt not only his hond and welth, 
but alſo he was banyſ{bcd, and beſyde 
that by the tremblyng of the erthe his 
bouſe fel down, and ſicw a welbeloucd 
doughter of bis. And al the while that 
this was done at Rome, and that that 
befel ofthe monſter in Cictle, ark tbe 
emperour was in the warres agaynſte 
the Arrogons, and there he retepued a 
letter from Anthigone, wherin was te 
hcrſcd his baniſyng, wherof che Eme 
perour had greatte compallpon, an uu 
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comfozte dym. ſent him an other letter.

Not Enthony the meke, fas 
FF ther in lawe to AJarcus 
Aurelius, and father to

one of the. v. great peſtilences amoſqge 
the Nomatne people. This moꝛtalitee 
dared the ſpace of, ii.peres. and it was 
bniuerſal tho:ough out al Italy, to the 
at LLS, and feare of all the Koz 
ines: fo: thei thoughte the goddes 
wold haue diſtroted them, foꝛ ſome diſs 
picſure that thei had done againſt the, 
There dyed ſo many, as wel of great e⸗ 
ſtate, as ryche and pooze, greatte aud 
mali, pong and olde, that the wipters 
dad les trauaii to wiite the \mallnum: 
dic of them that were lefre a lpue, than 
— Ae them —.— 
ad , Like as whan a yng 
wil kalle, firſt there falleth ſome None 2: 
In likewyſe the ä 
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no gret peſtilence in they? time, but firg 
thei wer thꝛetned with ſome tonk ſigne 
02 pꝛodigie tto heauen. Two pere bes 
fozc that Hantbal entted into Italy in 
an cueupng whan the wether was clere 
and fayzelodainly it rained bludde am 
milkein Rome. Aud it was declared by 
a woman, that the blud betokened cru 
ell warte, and thempylke a mo2rall pes 
ſilence, Whan Scilla retourned from 
Lhampapyn, to put Marius his ennemp 
oug of Rome, his men of warte a knigh 
tes ſaw in anight a fountame that tn 
blud, and who fo euer was dathed they 
in, ſemed tobe poyſoned with venime, 
Of the whiche pradigte folowed, that 
Of. tt. C. and. 1. A. dwellers in Kome, 
what with theym that dped with the 
ſwerde, and other conſumed by peſtys 
lence, were conſumed with Scilla, aud 
of them that tled with AJartus, ofthe 
ſaid gret multitude of Komatus , there 
abode aliue no mo but. xi. O perſones, 
Lertainly Nome neuer receiued ſo gret 
domage in. vi. C. peres befoze as ther 
dy dde dy their owne pꝛopꝛe people. 
All the tpꝛantes were neuer ſo ctuell as 
gaypnſt ſtrange landes as the Romains 
were than agaynſte they; owne * 
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undes. And this ſemeth to betrue, by 
cauſe the lame dale that Scilla, paſſed 
tough Rome with his blody (worde, 
acapitain of his ſaid to him Sir Scil⸗ 
lu. if we lee them that beate armour in 
the tieldes, and them that beate no ar⸗ 
mour in their houſes, with whom ſhal 
welyue2 I conture the by the bye god⸗ 
des, (ith we be bozne of women, leat vs 
not lle the women: and ſith we be men, 
rat vs notſlce the men. Thou thyuc⸗ 
keſt that in ſleapng all the Komapngs, 
to make a common welthe of beaſtis of 
the mountaynes. Thou entreſt with a 
ric to detende the common welth, and 
to put out the tyzantes that diſtrop the 
common welthe, aud we do remapu tp⸗ 
tantes our (clues, To mine vnderſtans 
dyng that capptapne merpted as great 
tlou for the good woꝛdes that he ſpake 
as Scplla dyd merite chaſtiſement fo2 
the rrueltee that he dyd. This we haue 
ſaied, bycauſe that ere ſuche damages 
dyd fall, there appered befoze certaine 
Nodigies and fokens. Noleſle token 
was wewed befoze the moꝛtalitee that 
ell in the tyme af this good emperour, 
the w was a feareful thyng. The 
tale was (0: On a day as ere 
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was at the temple of the virgins eie 
les, ſodaynly there entred in two hog⸗ 
ges. and ranne about his tete. and there 
tell down deade. Aud on an other day 
as he tame from the highe Capitol, foz 
to haue gone out at the gate Salarie, 

be ſawe twoo kytes toynynge fogyther 
with their talantes: and fo fell downe 
deed at theemperours fecte. Und with 
in a ſhoꝛte while oꝛ ſeaſon after, as the 
ſaicd empcrour came fro hunrpnge, dis 
houndes rennpng at a wylde beaſte, as 
hagaue two greihoundes that he loued 
well, water ro d2ynke with dis owne 
bandes, ſodeinly they fell downe dead 
at his feete. Than he remembypng the 
Cwypne, the kytes, and the greſhoundes 
dead ſo ſodcinly, he was greattely dyſs 
maied, and aſſembled all dis prieſtes, 
magiciens,and diuines, demanndynge 
what theiſaied to the prodigies, And 
thei by thoſe thynges paſſed, tudged the 
dede pꝛeſent, and determined, that with 
in two peres the goddes wold ſend are 
and greuous punyſhementes to Rome.

ofthe ryche man. Fo the miſcrable 
tyche perſon,the moe that he encreſeth 
in rychctTe, the moꝛe He diminifbeth in 
friendes, and groweth in ennemtes to 
his domage. Ind he that ts wittic, the 
wyſer that he ts, the berter hets belo- 
ucd of them that be good, and fearch of 
theim that de ili oz His pꝛotite. One ot 
the thynges, wherein d holde my ſelte 
moſte bound to the goddes in this, that 
they haue cauſed me to compalle the 
time as I haue doen, the whiche is not 
alittell gytte fot a man to ltue in this 
wald. Y Cateifts, byrauſeJ haue 
had great compaſſion of the pooze, that 
de vet ate pooꝛe, of wpdowrs, of theim 
that be ſo20wfull and vnhappy, and ot 
Orphelins . But without compas 
tion. J haue dad greatteſt compaſſis 
mM, of theim, that lacke znowelage. 

fo: the goddes makyng men 1gnozaunt 
dy naturalitic might haue made theim 


god des by cunnyng and knowlage:and 
is (louthfull men arc tamed and 1 85 
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teſſe than men, by their neglygence , e 
certainly bleſſed is he, that is not con⸗ 
tent to de a man but pk he p2ocure to be 
moꝛe than a man, by his vertue. And 
curſed is that man, that knowerbe not 
to de a man, but maketh bym ſelte leſſe 
than a man by his vice. By the iudge⸗ 
ment ot all phtloſophyers, thcre is but 
one, that is the. fy2ite cauſe : whiche is 
one god immoꝛtall, and pt there be bps 
uers goddes in the heuens, it is bicauſe 
there arc diuers vertucs in the carthe, 
And tn the wo: 1lde, that is paſte, whan 
the (imple men wer ſcruantes and bond 
men, and the good men rulers and go⸗ 
uernours, thei were than ſo eſtemed, bis 
cauſe they were knowen and renoumed 
fo: their good woꝛkes in their lite $0 
that they were holden and repuced as 
goddes after their death. This ts the 
right reward, that commeth of vertue. 
It is a thyug conſonant to reaſon, that 
they that be good among ſo many pil it 
this lpte, (houlde be greatly Honourcd 
amonge the goddes after their death. 

Pearcnot well coutente with me, bys 
cauſe J am alwap teadyng: But J am 
woꝛſe contente with you,bycauſe J aces 
ner ſec boke in pour handes : pe din 
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it great ttauatle, to a ſicke man to reds; 
and I cepure it a very petillous thyng, 
fo! a wholle man, to tete and be pdie; 
ye ſate, my teadyng is cauſe of my fea 
ver quattayn in my tieſſhet and I Cate, 
that ydetne dit ingen dꝛeth greate peſtys 
lence. Hithe N mate pꝛoſitte my bokes, 
let no man haue compaſſion at my tras 
uaple. Fo: I deſirerathcr to dye as a 
wiſc perſone, among wile men tan to 
lyuc tgnozantly among men. IJ demand 
ane thyng of you: a man, pꝛeſumpug to 
de 4 man, and is not lerned, what diffe= 
tente is betwene bym and other beaſts? 
Cerrapuly, the braſtes ate moe Profys 
table to la dout the earthe, than ſymple 
s be. to ſetue the common welth: 
boot ore greucth dis (kynnero make 
doone, bis fleſſhero bee eaten, and his 
ircngth to labour and a pode ſymple 
epe dothe pꝛotite. his tlece and wolle 
to make clothe. and his mylke to make 
theſe. But whar profiteth a foltſh ideot 
mau: Rothyng, but offrndeth the god- 
des, ſclandeteti innocentes, catceth the 
dt ad of other. and is chiet head of vas» 
taboundes, Ot rrouthe ik it late in my 
dandes to do, dad tather gyue lyte to 
i (imple ore, than to a malictous ideot. 
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Fo? the beaſt liuerh fo: the veilitie of di 
uers, without doyng domage to any 9: 
ther : and the ſimple ydeot man liucth, 
to the domage of al other, and withour 
pꝛotite to any perſon. Therfoze thynks 
well, why Þ am not pleaſed with them 
that de ignoꝛaunt, and louc theim that 
be learned. Harke (y:s, what J all 
ſhew you: That man ſemecth good, that 
is metze and gentill of condiciou, ſoft in 
woꝛdes, and reſtfull in his perſone, and 
gyaciouſle in conucrſacion . And cons 
tratywiſe, that perſone ſoze diſpleaſcth 
me, that is ſbatpe ot wooꝛdes, ſoze me⸗ 
ued in his warkes, tiottous in his cons 
dycton , and double of bis prompt 
and harde herted. Aiſo J ſaye, that yf 
any thynge wante in a wyſe manne by 
nature, he ſupplycth it by ſcience, and 
be that ts ignorant and fooliſſbe, yt de 
wantec diſcretion, be fupplyerh it with 
bis maiyce. And truſteſurely, thats 
wooꝛthy vertuous man thereby becoms 
meth wyſc, and he ts to bee truſted: 
Andhethatis ot an nothcr maner, 
beware of hym, fo: he gothe aboure fs 
ſell his malice. Be that wyll begple au 
other, the tyꝛſt thyng that be dooeth is, 
be ſheweth hym ſelte to bee ſymple and 
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0zaut. Foz a man beyng in credence, 
_ ſoone (pzcade abzode His malyce. 
The mothes and (dfte wourmes, frette 
the clothe, and the canker wourme pers 
ceth one, and latterpuag men bes 
gylc all the wozlde,

To my tudgement, -theſe 
puncts ate not choſen, that they (ould 
tate mo2e meate. than all other, noz to 
det appataylled rpchciyer than all oz 
ther ,.no2 to renne faſter thanne all os 
ther : but with preſuppoſicton , that 
they ougbte to knowe more than all oz 
ther , Whan a pzpuce yy ome

ther, the moꝛe ought he to be verruous 
abouc all other. Fo? certatuly the greas 
teſt intamp is, to ſe a man moſt mpghtp 
and moſte riche aboue all other, + than 
to be knowF an ideot, and leTe of know: 
lege than other. Al defautes in a goners 
hour may be bone ſane ignoꝛaunce: te; 
ignoꝛance in a pꝛince, is a iroke of pcs 
ſcilence: and it fleet dyuers, and inte⸗ 
tteth all perſones, and vnpcopleth the 
rcatme, chaceth awate rendes, and ge⸗ 
aeth hart to enmies of trange nactons, 
that were in dꝛede, 7 finally domageth 
his perfor, and ſclaundꝛeth euery one, 
CWhanLamille triumphed oner the 
frenchemen,the date of his triumph de 
wore theſe wordes in the Capitoll: O 
Nome thou haſte derne mother of all 
wyſe men, and ſtepdame to all fooles. 

C Theſe wert wooꝛthy wooꝛdes of ſus 
che a102d, And but pf my remembzance 
beaple me, certapnely Nome was moe 
renoumed fo: wyſe perſones, that came

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cient Komaynes were moze feared, fox 
they: wyſe dome and knowlage, thi foz 
their conqueſtes.

Fo: that cauſe Rome 
was neuer vanquiſſbed : and thoughe 
they armies were deulded and bzoken, 
yet they neuer lacked wyſe men. J can 
not ſaic it without tearcs, Nome is fals 
len from the mote Height of her eſtate, 
not fo: faute of money and armes, 402 
tofyght withall, but fo: lacke of wiſe 
men, and vertuous fot to gouerne. Out 
fo:fathers wanne like men, and we leſe 
like Umple chyldzen. All thpuges that 
arc deſp2ed of men: they attain by tras 
vaile, ſuſtepne with thoughte, and de⸗ 
parte fro, with greate annopance, And 
the reaſon is this: There is nothyng fa 
good, no2 ſo wel beloucd, but the courſe 
of cyme, cauſeth vs to leaue it, and to 
diſpꝛaiſe and abhoꝛte it, oz to bee weery 
thecrof. This is the vayn vanitee of the

is dulled in that I haue to do, and wh# 
my memoꝛy is troubled, iu that I haue 
to determyne, and whan my dodpe is 
compalled with dolours, and whan my 
darte is charged with thoughtes, and 
wd an J am withoute ktowledge, and 
whs Jam ſet n 8, 1 — 
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tan J be better accompanied than with 
wile men, oꝛ els redyng amang bones: 
In bokes J fyude wyſcdom, wherby J 
matic lerne: allo there I fynde worthys 
nelle, whiche Y maie ſolowe: J fynde 
there pꝛudence, to counſell mc: J fynde 
ſuche as be ſoꝛowtul with who z mate 
wepe. I fynde tht there Þ be mery, with 
whom I maic laugh : I find there um⸗ 
plc folke, at whom I maic ſpoꝛt: J find 
that is nought, whiche Y mape icaue:!

And pet moꝛe happy is he, that though 
de knowerth much, yet ſtateth vpon colts 
ſaple. And pt this bee true generally, 
than muche moe is it neceſlaty, that he 
keepe the true ware, whiche goucrneth 
all other. It is a ruletufallible, thats 
punce beyng wpſe, can neuer bee ſym⸗ 
ply good, but very good: and the pꝛynce 
that is iguoꝛant. cau nat be ſymply yll, 
but very pll, A pꝛinte. that is not well 
fortunate, bis wiſedome mate greacely 
ercuſchymto his people, ot bis miſter: 
tune giuen to hym by fortune, Whan s 


pꝛince is greatly beloued of his e 
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tie, and is vertuous of his perſon, than 
cucry man ſaypth, it he haue not good 
toꝛtune: Hil though our pꝛynce wante 
d foztune, pet dis wooꝛthy vertues 
ayle not: and though he be not happp 
in his intentes. vet at the leaſt he ſbew⸗ 
eth bis wyſdome in the meane ſcaſon , 
And thoughe fortune dente hym at one 
dowꝛe, pet at au other time. he agreeth, 
dy bis wiſedome . And contrary wyſe, 
an vnwiſe prince, and hated of his peo⸗ 
plc, by cucll foztune, teuneth into great 
peril.

taunt, in ng others. There is a 
rule, I ſo euer they, * be yl 
daue gath n manp dates, the god⸗ 
des taketh fro them in one dap: and con 
trary wiſe, all that euer the good haue 
loft in many dates, the goddes reſtozeth 
to them again in one date.

nes emppꝛe he late at Salon to reſt dim

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and richly. There was one thyng doen, 
that was neuer (ſcene before in Rome. 
Fo: the date of his triumphe, by all the 
people # conſent of the Senate the pꝛince 
Comodus, ſonne to Marcus Aureliug 
was choſen after the deathe of his fas 
ther to bee Emperour vntuerſall of the 
emppꝛe. De was not choſen by the pett⸗ 
cion of his father, fot he was againſt it 
with all his power: ſatpng. that the em- 
ptre ought not to be geuen fo? the laude 
of theim that be deade, but he ſouls be 
choſen, fot his owne good workes. Of- 
tentpmes this Emperour would (ate. 
Rome ſhalbe loſt whan thelection (hall 
be taken fr the Senate and the Empez 
ro: to inherite thempire by patrimonie. 
Nowe to retourne where as we lefe. 
Dots Emperour beyng at Salon,ſtudt- 
ed ſooꝛe to enter into Rome in good 024 
der, aud Nome ſtudied ſooꝛe howe to re- 
teiue hym, as it apperteigned tryums 
phantly fo: ſuche a warte. He was ſoꝛe 
deſired of themptre: and euer hetmaat- 
ned, how to do pleſure to the peple, and 
the people were ready to die in his ſer⸗ 
uice. Dtuers tymes was moued a pleas 
flaunt purpoſe in the Senate, whiche of 
weſe thinges was moſt to be loued: The 
O v ems 
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Emperout to loue the people of the em⸗ 
pire, oꝛ the people of the emptre the em 
perour. On a date it was determined 
to ſette tudges in that caſe: There were 
choſen the ambaſſadoures of the Par 
thes and Rhodes: and vpon that effect 
they had w2ityng- Tt was layed to: 

the Emperour the good deedes that de 
had doocn in his abſence, and the to s 
kens of loue that thet had alwates (es 
wed in his preſFce, and onan other date 
th: mperour moued an other queſtion 
before the Senate: fatyng, that it was 
a greatter alone, to haut fuche ſubte⸗ 
ctes, thanthe glozte ot the Senate, fo 
baue ſuche an Emperout. Than the se⸗ 
nateſatednay : Affirmyng that it 16 4 
greatter glone, that they had of bym, 
than he could haue of them. Ind tin this 
maner the ®mpcrour gau the glone to 
the people and rye people to the empe⸗ 
tout. Thus tn ſpoꝛt and plaie thei toke 
Judges agame. Ttwas a meruapllous 
thyng to ſee the toy that they all Had to 
pꝛoue theit inteutes. And the good Ems 
perour foꝛ a memoꝛte gaue the laude to 
the people becauſe of their great obedi⸗ 
ence and ſeruice and ertreme lou that 
he had found in theim : And the bappie 
people 
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people recounted the greate clemencie 
and mercte that was inthe Emperour, 
and his vertue and woorthyneſſe in gos 
uverapng,his honeſtee of liupug, and his 
toꝛce and valtauntneſſe in conqueryng.

— and in the ſame ſeaſon that 
the tryumphes were apparayled, Fau⸗ 
ſtine the Empꝛelſe cauſed diuerſe high 
perſons to pzate the Emperour to geue 
Iycence to a doughter of His, to come 
from there as ſhe was kepte, to the pa⸗ 
lats, and ſpozte hir at the feaſtes . This 
maiden was named Lucie 02 Lucill: 
She was higher than the pꝛince Como: 
dus her bother : (hee was of a goodlie 
geſture , and well pꝛopoꝛcioned of her 
bodte, and well deloued of bir mother. 
And ſhee relembled dir not all onclic 
in hir deautce, but alſo in bir lluyng. 
And though the requeſte was pittefull, 
and thei that made it familtare, and be

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to whom it was made, was the fa 
ther, and the demaunder was the mos 
ther, and (he foz whome it was made, 
was the doughter : the emperour gran⸗ 
ted it, but not without great diſpleas 
ſure . Neuertheleſſe Fauſtpne was 
full gladde, and as ſoue as ſhe bad ob⸗ 
teyned lycence, (be brought by: Dough? 
tet to the palats, And fo whan the day 
of the greatte feaſte and triumph was 
tome, the damopſell Lucylle beyng out 
of hit gouernaunce, and ſcepng hit ſeite 
at large, truſtyng than vpon bhyz owne 
innocencte, toke no Hedeof any traunge 
malice, but laughed with theym thac 
laughed, talked with theim that tal⸗

famed. Many thynacs were ſuffred of 
peklons in ſmall reputacion, that were 
not ſuffred in perſons of honour. Fo 
the noble women culde not conſerue the 
reputacion of their et ate, but by reaſon 
of keping their perſon in great fear and 
good o2der. All thynges done bukynds 
ly is ſin, and may be amended : but the 
diſhoneſt womanits alwat hamed . The 
noblcladies, pt they will bee taken as 
ladies, whi thctercedeotber in richelle, 
the lefle licence ougbt thei to haue to go 
wandzpng about. Certaiip the plentic 
of goodes, and the libertce of perſones, 
Mould not be a ſpur to pꝛicke theim fors 
ward, but rather a budel to kepe theim 
in their cloſettes.

ges to come. Sepng that the pardicton 
of pꝛynces, lap all in wpll, totally gy⸗ 
upng them ſelte eyther to irange tyyn- 
ges, foꝛgettpug their owne, oꝛ els to en 
tend to thetr owne, vegardpng 
ſraunge thynges. Dis heart was ſo a⸗ 
greable to hym, that neyther thehyghe 
buſineſſes of them: noꝛ ſoꝛ all the affat- 
tes of his houſe, he would uot lene one 
of themppꝛe vaſped.

With ſuch woꝛdes this wile 
mA ercuſcd hym ſelte: and he in dis 
age, by reaſon of his great ftudye, lacie 
his \yght, And the ſolttarmes of dis 
{were liberties conſtrained him ro take 
company of a woman and he had by 
him a doughtcr,of whom diſcended the 
noble Ymilcares of Carthage, compe⸗ 
titoutrs of the Sciptons of Nome, the 
whiche chewed no leffe woꝛthyneſle in 
defence of Carthage, than ours were 
fortynatc to augmente Rome. 
C Tcll me Fauftinc, map not fuch ſab 
pcction fall vppon pour doughters, 
though their vercue ſuccour tn rhe peril 
and their honeſtie aTure therr perſons ? 
J wyl! diſconer a ſectet tgpng to pou » 
There is rorbyng,that can beſo quicks

wamtaſtnes. Stedfaſtely they deſpꝛe. 
and with gret letfure thet procure theſe 
thynges,and lyghtly may be attayned. 
There is nothyng ſo certaine, but that 
the welthe of an other is matter foz the 
owne cuyll, And Fauſtine pe knowe, 
that the moſt honeſt women, by our ma 
lice ate moſte deſpꝛed. Certapuly thepz 
hamefaſtnes and keppng cloſe, ben as 
rowes in defence of our honeſtic. We 
tede not, that bloud richeſſe noꝛ beatie 
of the vnhappp matrone Lucrece was 
the cauſe, that (be was deſired:But the

to lpue. The melon afrer it is ripe, and 
abideth ſtili tn the gardepne, cannot ef 
cape, but eithet rotteth, oꝛ els muſt bee 
gathered. I ſate the mapden that tatt⸗ 
eth louge till che — can not eſ⸗ 
cape, epthcr to bet taken 03 intamed. I 
wil Cate no mote, As ſoone as the gra⸗ 
pes be rype, it dehoueth tdat they be gs 
thered: ſoit is neceTarp, that the wo⸗ 
man that is come to pertite age, be mas 
tied and kept.

ſo that he coulde not welde his ſpeare, 
not yet 2awe his werde, noꝛ put on 
dis owne clothes . Than this good em 
pcrour charged with yeres , and with 
no | eſte thoughtes, and wynter increa- 
ſyng with many great ſnowes, and fre- 
ling of the erth, ther fel on him an other 
malady called Lytarge, tbc which put 
the Barbartens in great hardmes, and 
his hoſt in greatheuines, dis perſons in 
petyll. and his frendes in great ſuſpect 
of his heithe. There was done to hym 
all rhe erpertence that coude be founde 
dy medicins as vnto great pꝛyncis and 
loꝛdes is accuſtomed . Und all did him 
no pzofyre : by reaſon the malady was 
Reuous, and the 8 oy” 
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with peres, and the ayzcof the lande 
was contrary to hym, and the tyme bcl- 
ped hym nothpug: and alſo he was not 
well intended. Aud as meu of wochyy 
do ſette moze by they? honour than by 
they: lyucs, and had rather dye wi 

honour, than lyue dyſchonouted, to a- 
ſure their honour, thei aduenture euere 
houte thepꝛ lpues, and had leauer baue 
one hour of honour, than a. C. peres of 
lpte: So thus this ſicke emperout, cau⸗ 
ſes hym ſelfe to be dome all about his 
campe, and went to ſce the ſcarmpcbes, 
and would llepe in the feldes: the wyt⸗ 
che was not without greatte perpll of 
bis Iyfc, no2 without great trauatlle of 
bis perſon. Thus on a dape the empe⸗ 
rour, being in a great feuer and letten 
bloude, harde a great clamour o2 noyſe | 
in the fielde: made by his men that had 
bzought home greatre quantitie of tos 
rage, and they: euempes ſet on them, to 
reſcue it: there was medlyng on bothe 
parties, the one to beate awaie, and the 
other to dekend: The Komatus fer bun⸗ 
gre, dyd what tei coulde to beate it a 
wal.

The emperour (eynge 
the yll o2der, and that by the reaſon of 
dis bloude lettyng and feuer, de was 
not preſent at that acte, de toke ſuche a 
deupnes at his dert wherby be fel into 


had ben deade: and ſo he late. iii. nygh= 
tes and two daſes, that he coude ſe no 
Iyghr ofthe (ſkye,no2 (pcake to any per⸗ 
ſone . The heate ot dis ſyckenes- was 
greatte, and his peynnes greatter, he 
danke muche and cate lptel, de coulde 
not flepe, his face was pelowe, aud his 
mouth black, Sometime he lifted vp his 
ties. ofrentimes toined his handes to⸗ 
githcr: De ſpake nothing, a ſighed ma⸗ 
"ny times. Dis thꝛote was (o die, 15 


ſuche a traunte, that it was thought he _ 
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coulde not ſpyt: dis cies were veray 
ze with ſobbynge and weppnge. 
It was greatte compaſſion to ſce his 
deathe, and a greate plage of bis con; 
fuſion to hts howſe, and alſo the veray 
great loſſe of his warre . There durſte 
no man loke vpon htm, and fewer ſpcke 
tohym. Panutius his Secretary, ſo⸗ 
towyng at his heart, to ſce his mayſter 
ſo nete his death, on a nyght in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeuce of dyuers other that were there, 
h@aaicd tohym .

Malicious foztune mate ſomtyme cleue 
the barke of the welthe of ſuche a tree, 
wether the floure in his youthe, breake 
the leaucs of his fauourc, gather the 
fruite of bis trauatille, bieake Downer n 
bough of Hts offices, and dowe downe 
the height of his counſell:pet for al the 
ſtrokes that the wynde can trike, it can 
not be plucked vp by the rote.Certainly 
the ſonne that the father hath endued 
with graces, and the ſon applyeng bym 
in vices, ought not to bee bozne im this 
wo2ldc: and if he be dome, to beburied 
quicke. Foꝛ the fathers Cweate by da, 
and watche by nyghtr, to leaue Honoure 
to their chtlderne, whyche the farhcrs

men, and whan he ſpake to traungers.

CJ remembze alſo Caligula the. tif, 
emperour of Nome, a pounge man, tn 
whoſe tyme it was harde to know, wh 
che was the greatrer, either the diſobe: 
dicnce of the people to their 102d,03 the 
batrede, that the loꝛde date to the peo- 
ple. And this pong pꝛince went ſo fart 
out of the waie in his pouthe, aud was 
ſo farre wpde from reaſon in his tytan⸗ 
nics. that euery man ſtudyped, howe to 
take his lyte from bym : and be fudyed 
to ſlea euety man. De wore theſe we 
des in a table of golde : Wolde to god, 
that all Rome dad but one head, to the 
intent that with once ſtroke, J myghit 
ſtrykc it of. 

CxXallocenemb:e Tyberie, ſonne ads 
optiue of good Auguſte, called Augul, 
bycauſe he augmented Rome. But this 
good olde pzince dy d not (0 *, 
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ment it in dis life, but this yong ſueceſ⸗ 
ſour diſttoped it muche moe a bis 
death. The hare that the Komapn peos 
ple dad agein0 Tpberic in bis lite, was 
right well chewed after his death. Fos 
the ſame date that be died, oꝛ whan be 
was Harne, the people made dypucrs 
pzoceMions, and the Senatours offcred 
greatrre gyfres in the temples, and the 
pꝛteſtes offered great facrifices to their 
goddis, to the intent that they (howlde 
not recepue the ſoule of the fayd Tibes 
tie into they: glozye, but to ſende it to 
furics of bell. 

CHiſo Y mpade Patrocle, the ſeconde 
kyug of Cotinthe, whiche inhcritcd the 
ccalme, beyng dut.rvi. pete of age,and 
de was ſo vicious of his body, and ſo li⸗ 
det all ot his mouth, that where as bis 
lather helde the realme. lx. pere, be poſs 
ſelſed it but. xxx. dates. 

Calſo tde ancient Tarquin the pzoude 
the. vil. kynge ot Rome, whyche was 
r7ghe goodly in geſture, rygbt valtant 
iu armes, and of a cleane bloudde,as 


en vahappye pꝛynce, defiled all dis ber 
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fhev(llany that de dyd to — the 
chaſte lady of Kome, whereby ve lofte '} 
not pnely his realme, but the name of F. 
Tarquine was banyſ(hcd foz euer our 

of Kome. 
CH cemembz2ecrucll Nero, whpehe im 
yerited, and dyed pounge: and in dym 
cuded the memoꝛie of the noble Cetats: 
and by hym was renewed che memorye 
of Antigones the tyzantes. Whom thin 
kewdthou this tyzauut would? laffre to 
lyue, whiche (lewe dis owne mother ?

They leauenoo cattaple vnſ{laine, noo 
gardepne vurobbed, noo wplde beaſte 
vnchaſed, no2 no mayde vndeflourcd, # 
pet whiche is wo2s, they cate without 
paiment, and thet will not ſeruc withs 
out patmentr, no: no man can conuerſe 
and endure amonge them. Wban thep 
are pated, by and by they play if . 
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it they bee not paicd, they robbe, any 
grusge: and the caſe is come to ſo great 
coꝛtupcion, that it thou ſaweſt it, thou 
woldeſt tate, that eche ot theim were 
the heade of rumour, and the begyn⸗ 
nyng of ſtryte, poyſon to vertues, Þp» 
rate of rouers,and capitain of al wiet⸗ 
ched theues. I fate not this without 
wepyng. It is the greatteſt mockyng 
of all mockeries : and the cauſe gocth 
to ſuche loſſe and pardicton, that theſe 
m£Echcuous people arc out homely and 
familiar cunemics : and pet there is ng 
&mperour, that can haue lozd\byp os 
ucr them, noꝛ tuſtice chaſtiſe theim, noz 
fcarc withdꝛawe theim. no2 lawe ſubs 
due them, noꝛ ſhame refrain them, no: 
dcathe that can kyll thetm, foz they be 
men remedpleſle: They ouerrenne, and 
diſpople euety man. O how (0zowfull 
Jam fo: the Rome, that was not wont 
to haue in the ſuch yll aduentures Cer⸗ 
tainly in the aunctent tyme whan thou 
were peopled with right and true K0: 
mayns, aud not as thou art nowe with 
baſtarde childꝛen, than the armies,that 
wente fro Rome, were as well diſcipli⸗ 
ned and moꝛigerate, as the ſchooles of 
the philoſophtes, that were in 8 
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The old ancient hiſtones witnes that 
kyng Philippe of A acedonte, and his 
ſöne Alexander were happte in warte, 
becauſe they Repte their armies ſo well 
o:dcred , that it ſeemeth better, to be a 
Senate ruled,than an armte that would 
fighte. were to the by mine honeſtee, 
that fro the tyme of Quintus Lincinas 
tus, vnto the noble Parcus A arcels 
las (inthe whiche time was the great⸗ 
teſt pꝛoſperttee of Nome) the common 
people had great glozte, as long as the 
diſctpiyne of knyghthoode was well 
toꝛtected: and we began to loſe, whan 
our capiteignes began to deſerue to be 
dep2aued and condempned. Ob curſſed 
be thou Aſie, and curſed be the dap, that 
we had conqueſt of thee. The goodneſle 
thathath folowed thereby, we ſee it at 
our ete: and the domage that is come by 
thce, (hall alwates be ſoꝛowed. In the 
we haue maſted our treaſures, and 
thou haſt filled vs with thy vices: In 
chaunge of ſtrong and vertuous menne,

fie . Terteignely Kome ought to haue 
been content with the landes of Jtaue, 
whicye is thenautll of the world, with 
01 ——— — landes of Alle to bes 
reut᷑ theim fromother. J lyke wel thin: 
ges that J haue redde of mp piedecet⸗ 
fours, ſaupng that they were piowde, 
as we their ſucceſſouts be to Hardie. 
And g ſweate vnro the, that pet perad⸗ 
uenture, after the pepu we (hal become 
vertuous and good. All the ticheſſe and 
triumpbes that oute fo:cfatbers haue 
bꝛought out of ante, the goodes and the 
richeile, and thep alſo with the tyme at 
laſte had an ende: but the wantonnelle 
and vprees, that arcin vs their childzen 
Dooeth temaigne ill vato this date. 7

mauer as his foztunes ts baſe, and his 
thoughtes high, the goddts ſuffer, that 
when be thinketh tuſtly to win an other 
mans than tuſtlie bc loſeth his own. O 
Þ:inces, Jcannot tell what beguf&+th 
you, foz where as pe mate be riche with 
pleaſure, ye will be pooze with warte, 
where as ye mate be beloued ye will be 
hated:where as ye mate plate and ſpoꝛt 
your ſelte, and reſt in a ſure life, ye will 
commit pour ſelf to the chaunces of foꝛ⸗ 
tune:and where as other haue neceſſitte 
of you, pe put your ſelfe tobe tn the nee 
telſitee of other.

Frend Cornelius, J des 
mand of the, whether is mo2e trauatle 
to his perſon, 02 domage to his realme, 
akynges ennemties, oꝛ els his owne ar⸗ 
mie? Dis ennemies robbe on the coſtes, 
but our men robbe all the land, The en⸗ 
lemics may be reſiſted, but we dare not 
Aa iii ſpeake 
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ſpeake to our own menne. The enemies 
tmuade vs on one date, and recule backe 
Matn,but our gariſous rob daplte, and 
abide ſtil. The frigers haue ſome teate 
but ours are ſhameleſſe, and at the laſt, 
the farther that our enmics go, themore 
they ware überall, and our armies of 
men, cucric date increaſe in crucltee, in 
ſuche wyple; that thet offend the goddis, 
and bee impoztunate to their Pinces, 
art noicfull to the people, liuyng te 
the domage of euerp manne, and de vnz- 
pꝛotitable to al men.

charged fro my bert, and charged them 
fo thine vnderſtandyng,, Than it ts a 
tuſt thyng that thy trauatles ſhould be 
diſcharged trom thy will, and charged 
vpon my bert. And in this mauer thou 
and other, ſhall ſee and heare, that my 
hands ſhalbe as redy to remedy the, as 
my teates of weeppng are to thy dams 
mage, Now come tothe reſtof cuttil fozs 
tune. Thou geueſt me knowlage that 
the goddis haue taken a doughter fro 
thee : Ind the monſtruouſETartbauake 
bath thꝛowen downe thy bouſe, and the 
ſenate hath geuen a ſentkce again — 
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vhereby thy goodes are loſte , and thy 
perſon banyſlhed , The goddis be to me 
is pꝛopice and meeke, as thet haueb 
tuell to the. Y am ſoze abaſbed of tha 
my ſpirite hath concetued in this, as of 
theloTe , that thou and thy wife haue 
lelt: pet am J not abached of the mon⸗ 
ter that feareth the people, no2 of the 
tremblyng, that hath ſhaken downe thy 
howſes , noz of the tyꝛe that hath bꝛent 
thy goodes,no:2 of the goddis that haue 
permitted Cache thynges to fall: But 
J ant abaſſhed, that there is ſo muche 
malice tn thee , and in thy neighbourssz 
Foꝛ the whiche iuſtlie ye doe deſerue to 
daue ſo horrible and cruel chaſtiſemen⸗ 
tes. Beleue me in one thyng Antigonus 
and doudte it not, ik menne liued lyke 
men, and chaunged not the rule ot con- 
Mtours, the Goddis would than be 
alwaies as goddts , not to cauſe vs 
to be bone of our mothers , to geue 
bs ſo crueil chaſtiſementes by the hand 
of monſtruous deaſtes. Certeinlie it is 
lute and moſte tufte , that brute beas 
ſtes bee chaſtiſed by other brute beaſtes, 
and them dus, by other monſtes 
tous beaſtes, and ſuche as offend with 
great faultes , {0 dee puniſched — 
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great peynes. J ſate tau thee one thyng 
the whiche ſemeth a new thyng to ther. 
nd that is thts, the cutll perſonnes ofs 
de moꝛe by intamie, than the goddis 
geue tht peine fo: it, rather than foz the 
offence that is committed againſt them, 
As the Goddis naturallie be pitiefull, 
and alwate haue the name therof,ſo we 
ate alwates cutll, and our euilneſſe and 
ſhamefull woozkes deſerue to haut ſoze 
chaſtiſement. The ſymple folkes call 
the goddis cruell, in that they ſee their 
chaſtiſement opcnlie, and fo: thet ſe not 
our ſecrete plneſſe. Than the gods daue 
reaſon to complayne , becauſe we with 
our ſinnes offende theim, and they by 
our cruelneſſe are infamed, An ineffable 
rule it is, that the pittetuli goddts doe 
not puniſſhe ertreemely with ertreeme 
chaſtiſementes ſith that firſt the victs 
ous men do ertremely with extreme v6 
ces. The time that Camillus was bas 
niſbed Capue, and that the French men 
poſſeſſed Rome, Lucius Clatus Lons 
ſule was ſente by the Senate to the 024- 
cle ot Apollo, to demande 11, what 
the KNomaigne people (ould dooeto be 
deliuered out of their great petiil. And 
there this conſule was, rl. dates * 
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{athe temple on his knees befoze Upols 
1o,offeryng right ſtrange ſacrifices, and 
dedde mam teares wity weppng, a 
de coulde haue none aunſwere: an 

P28 no {mall inconuentences be res 
tourned fo Rome. Than the holy ſenat 
ſente out of cuery temple two pꝛieſtes. 
and wh anne they were pꝛoſtrate on the 
erth , Apolloſated : Us one begpnnyng 
is coꝛteſpondent to an otherbegtnnypng, 
and one place to an nother, @eruayle 
thou not, though by the reaſon of an 
extreme demaunde, I ſhewed my ſelte 
ertreme to anſwere. Ye Romapnes, ſith 
ye fatle men, ve come to ſene to the gods 
dis. fo: the occaſton wherof, wee wpll 
gtue you no good counſei whan pe haue 
nede noꝛ permitte that men ſhoulde fas 
nout you whan ye go to ſeeke fo? them. 
Regard my frendes, not toꝛ the factitt⸗ 
ces, that ye haue offcred to me, but foz 
the amitie, that J baue had with your 
fathers in tyme paſte, J will diſcouer 
to pou a ſecrete, the whiche is that pe 
Dall ſate to the Komatnes fro me ſeuen 
tynges . fy:ſets,lette neuer man 
leaue the god dis toꝛ an nother man, fox 
feare that the goddis departe fro the 


miſcrable manne in his moſte 
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necellitie. The. it. ts, that moꝛe atrays 
leth to holde the part of one of the gods 
dis immozrall, that ts in heauen, than 
with all the moztall men in the world. 
Thethirdeis, that men ſhould beware 
to annop the goddts : fo: the pꝛe of the 
goddis doth mote domage than tbe ints 
quitie of all men. The. tit . ts, the gods 
dis neuer fo2get a man at any time, but 
yt the goddis bee fo:gotten by menne a 
thouſand tymes.The.v.is,that the god 
dis do ſuffre, that one (halbe perſceuted 
by an other that is pl, or thep baue firſt 
perſecuted one that ts good. And thers 
fo:e pe are tryin with the frates of 
the Frenchemen : bycauſe pe haut per⸗ 
ſecutcd and bauyſched Camillus your 
naturallneyghbour. The ſirtts. if the 
men wyll baue the goddis fauourable 
in the tyme of warte, they muſte (crue 
theym kyꝛſte in tyme of peace. The. vil. 
is, that the pittefull goddis ſendeth not 
to any realme ſome ertteme chaſyſes 
ment. dut if it be fo: Come extreme offens 
tes comitted inthe ſamerealme, And 
ſbew to the Senate that olde make 
none aunſwere to Lucius Llarus, bys 
caule thet ſent ſo ii a man to their god 
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they oughtnotto haue dooen, Ye Ro⸗ 
mlanes take this counſatl of me, and pt 
ye fpnd it pll,takenomozeof me. In a 
trange meſſage ſende alwates the mot 

t men, and in pour ſenate ſet the 
wyſeſt menne. Und commytte your ho? 
tes to valiant capitapnes: and to your 
goddis ſende alwate the moſt innocent 
men. The tuſte goddis neuer appeaſe 
they2 p2es agapuſt vutuſte men: dut pk 
the requtrers be very innoctt and meke. 
Fei a foule veſſell is not made cleane 
but with tapze water. Foz with foule 
dandes if is harde to make the beſſell 
tleane. The goddis be ſo tuſt, that they 
wyll not geue tuſt thynges but by hans 
des of tuſte men. Finally I ſate, if pe 
will dꝛtue the Frenchemen pour enmies 
out of your landes, firſt caſtout the paſs 
ſions fropour hertes , Thynke toꝛ trou 
the, that the goddis will neuer d2yue 
your ennemies out of Jtalte,ttlCamtls 
lus and all the gyltleſſe that bee baupſ⸗ 
ed be returned agapn to Rome. Lers 
trnly the crucll warres that the goddis 
permit at time pzeſent,is but a war 
nyug of therhaſtiſementes fo: offences 
paTed, Foꝛ that the vll men baue doone 
to the innocentes in diuers dates, "_ 
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by the handes of other that be p11, the 
— — — — date. This ans 
made to the pꝛieſtes Fla⸗ 

fatnes, that were ſente to hym oute of 
Nome, whiche thyng made the ſenate 
ſoꝛe abaſſbed., I remembze,that in the 
boke of the aunſwere of the goddis, in 
the annales of the capitoll, there J foſid 
it: the whiche boke the fy: date of e⸗ 
uery moneth was redde by a ſenatout, 
betoꝛe all the other ſenatouts of the ſe⸗ 
nate. Therkfo:e freende Antigonus,as 
the god Apollo (ated, pfthou wilt not 
beleue me, that am thy freende, belcue 
the god Apollo. © Antigonus,bebolde 
bowe the vnderſtandÞng of-vapne men 
at but beaſtly to the (ptrites of the gods 
dis, whiche are ſectete and hydde: and 
where as they ſpeake, all other ought 
tobe ſtplle. Foz one counſayll of the 
goddis is mo2e worth in mockerie, than 
all the counſelles of men, though they 
bencucrſocrneſt. Of whenſle thynkef 
thou that this commeth : Ichall ſhewe 
the: The goddis are ſo perfire in all 
bountie, and ſo wypſe in all, wpſedome, 
and we ate ſo yil in all maltce, and ſo 
ſimple in all ſimpleneſſe, that though 
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they be goddts : and we that woulde be 
aſured,crre, becauſe we bee men. And 
derein J fee what a bzure beaſt man ws: 
fo: all cheſe moztall men ar ſo entier in 
their owne wylles, that they wpll loſs 
mozein folowpng their owne opinton, 
than wyune by the counſell of an other 
man: and that worſt of all is, they take 
ſo the bitte inthe teeth in dopng pile, 
that there is no brpdle that canrefrayn 
thetm. And they are to ſlow to doe well, 
that there is no pztcke noz ſpourre that 
tan diiue theim fozwarde. Thou doecſt 
complatue of the pittctull goddis and 
of che Cacrare ſenate. Hiſo thou coms 
playneſt of toyfull foxtune. Th:ce thyns 
gee there be, that one of them is tnough 
with one ſtrokeof a None, totake away 
thy ipfe, and bury thy renoume. And 
whaneche of thetm hath dꝛawen the az 
part, than all togither will ſtrike on the 
with tones. Thou haſte taken greatte 
competttours, + pet J know not whar: 
thy wortbpneſſe ts, I (ball ſbew the ſom 
trengthes and valtancnes that thc ans 
tient barong Had , aud therby thou ſbalc 
le, what of this wozlde doth hold. 
C The felow of Scipio Naſica , roke 
t{crpent in the mouncaines of Egypt, 
g which 
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whyche aftcr it was ſ1apne, flaſed, and 
the (yn meaſured in tbetield of Mars, 
it yas ſixe ſcoꝛe foote of leugth. Wer⸗ 
cules ot Thebes pꝛoued his force with 
the ſerpent Hyd2a., Aud in frikyng of 
one ot his heades, tbere ſpꝛange out (ts 
ucn other beades. 

Caron the gpaunte to exerciſe his 
{trengthy was accuſtorned eucrp date to 
oucrreakve a bul with tennpug a fote, and 
caſte hym downe, and he made many 
courſes with the bull, as it were an 0s 
ther naked pounge man: and pet, that 
was moe meruayle, he with one rote 
of bis fiſt, flew the bull, and the lame 
Day wold cate hym all together. 
¶ On mount Olympe Ceraſtus the gy- 
auntof thenacion of Greece, wiaſtried 
with mo than fifty - 26 , meu, and none 
coulde iptc no: (bake bym. And if Dos 
mere begpleth vs not in this giaunt, be 
was of ſuche tame and dedes, that cue⸗ 
rpc toute ycres, there was à cuſtomer, 
that all nactons of the woide went to 
wꝛaſtie at mount Olympe , And therof 
came the teckenyng of the @lympiades. 
In the ſeconde warte pane amongs 
rhe captiues of ſozowetull Carthage, 
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rſtayn, ryght gronge and fierſe fo bes 
bolde: and in celebzatynge a ſpectakie 
in the palays of Rome, whyche was 
thau of greatte renoume, there were in⸗ 
numeradie beaſtes runne at. This caps 
ctue priſoner lept into the park, and Ril⸗ 
led two beares, and wiaſtcled with a 
lyon a great whyle : fynally beyng (o2e 
burte with the tyons pawes, heſtran⸗ 
glied the lyon with bis dandes. This 
was a monſtruous thyng to ſe, and now 
it ſemeth incredible to be beleucd. 
C In rhe pere. CCC. rr. ofthe founs 
dacton of Nome, Cucio Leden, a renous 
med capitaine comyng from Tatent as 
gapnſt PÞp3ro kyng of che Fpirotes : be 
was the ty2ite that bought. tut , Olys 
phantes to Nome the dape of bis trp⸗ 
umph. Stages and places were made 
fo: err , . men to ſee the renupnge of 
theſe Oltphantes, and in the myddes of 
the paſtyme, the plankes b:zake and lem 
mo than. v. @ .pcriones. And amonge 
them there was Numatian, the whiche 
dare vpon bis (houlders a planke with 
mo than thiee bund2ed men, cyl that he 
and chey e ſuccoured. 
C Satus Leſar beyng pong, fleyng the 
companye of Splla, beecauſe he was 
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and fulfilleth notbyng : dir ſong is wes 
pyng, and hit wepyng ts ſong to theim 


that be deade among woozmes , and to 


them that ue in fortune: as them that 
be pꝛeſent, (bee ſpournerh with hit fete, 

and thꝛeatueth them that be abſent. Bll 
wiſe men ſhꝛinke from hir but thou like 
a fole ſbeweſt hir thy face, Of one thing 
J am abaſhed of thee, to complatne of 
the Senate, and pet J metuatle not: o: 
in concluſton thet be but menne : pet of 
trouth inthynges of ſuſtice they ought 
to be moꝛe than men. And to complame 
ou Fo:tune , Imetuatle not a littell:te; 
iu thend toztune is fortune among mots 
tall men, And all the beauens is of an 
aunctent quatell, and whan we ate de⸗ 
{ct with moſte greatteſt quare lies then 


ſhe Nrikcth vs with moſte grenous huts 


tes. I haue gteat wonder that thou de⸗ 
yng a Komatn, complatneſt on the gods 
dis as if thou were one of rhe Barba? 
riens, We Komatnes ate not ſo muche 
renoumed among atl nacions foz rhe 
multitude of realmes, that we Haug 
ouettome, as we are fo? the great churs 
ches and ſeruices that wee baue made. 
Thou complaineſt howe the gods _ 


bꝛoken thy houſes with an carthquabe, = 
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and haue laine thy doughter , kelow in 
thy bantſhement , and all in one date: 
But thou doocſt not remember thc of- 
fences that thou hat committed in di⸗ 
ners caſes. O my freende Antigonus, 
thou knowelſt not, that oute of our ypll 
proceſſes commeth foozth good ſenten- 
tes, and thou zuoweſt not, that our wic⸗ 
ved woozkes ate but awakyng of true 
iaHce, knowelt thou not that the fierce 
chaſteſmFfres,ts but a pꝛeſſe that haſteth 
the great commynges of our young de⸗ 
ſires £ and knowelt thou not, that it is 
nothyng that the goddts dooe chaſtiſe 
openlte, to that they doe diſſimule in ſe⸗ 
(mere : Dooelt thou not knowe, that in 
concluſion the goddis be goddis, and 
the mortals are mortals, and thet mate 
I door vs moe good in one date, than we 
tan to ſeruice in a. C. M. ete. Doſt thou 
not know, that the leaſt yll doen by the 
handes of the pitttfull goddts is mo2e 
goodneſſe than all the welth that mate 
come by the handes of the cruell men: 
Than whcrof docſt thou complaine* J 
ate the de ill. and ſith thou att amdg 
traungers, And thou wilte haue 
honour, diſhonour not the goddis of the 
Coinatns, Foz the vntuſt men doe great 
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iniuſtice to ſpete pl of them that betuf, 
and ſpectallie of the goddis, fo: thet ate 
ſte tuſt, Certainlie as Licero ſaieth, 
rhe greatcit taute in a man that is good 
ts to apptour the pll rather than the 
good, and the moſte greareſt eutii tn an 
pl man, is to condemne the good fo? the 
pll. Thou knowſt not how tuſt the gods 
dis be. Of trouth they chaunge not to: 
any pꝛater, noꝛ le aue not fot any thieat⸗ 
nynges, no: mocke not by wooꝛdes, no: 
te not coꝛtupt with giftes.Sreat ought 
thine offence to de, (ith the earth bath 
taken vengeance fo: the goddis:and thy 
innocent doughter hath pated the faur, 
fo: the offence of bit father . O Antigos 
nus, dooeſt thou not knowe that in all 
thynges the goddts mate woot ke after 
their owne optnton and will erceptein 
iuſtice: fo: in that thet be goddis of all, 
thei ought to beegal to all. And if their 
bountte doocth bynde them to rewarde 
vs fo! goodnes. no leſſe their tuſtice con 
ſtteineth tht to chaſtiſe vs for our plies. 
It is a great cuſtome and a righreouſe 
tuſtice : Dethat willynglie diawetd te 
ſinne,agatnſt his will is draw to pen. 
I ſaie it becauſe thy doughtrer bath left 
to doe ſome good openulie, oꝛels ſhe — 
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doen Come ſecrete vll, ſith in hir youth, 
dir life is bereued from hir father foz 
enſample of chatiſement in other. And 
in the end of thy letter thou complat 
that the pepne that men doe to thee, ts 
moe greater than thoffences that thou 
baſt dooen to the goddis . And it it dee 
thus freend Antigone, thou oughtelt to 
d aue no diſpleaſure,but pleaſure, no hes 
uinefTe but iope. And i ſweare to the by 
the tmmoztall goddis, J would gladlp 
chaunge my lidertee for thy capttuitee, 
and theſtate of Rome fo? the bantſhes 
ment of Sicile. And g hal cel the why: 
De is honozed among thetm that be ho⸗ 
noured, that Fortune abateth without 
faute : and bets ſhamed among theim 
that be ſwbamed that Foꝛtune enhaun⸗ 
ceth without merite . Foꝛ the ſhame is 
not in the inconuentences that are doen 
to vs by men, but it is of the offence that 
we commit agatnſt the goddis. Und in 
lyke caſe the honoꝛadle honour reſteth 
not in the dtanttees that we haue, but 
iu the good woꝛkes, wherdy we merite. 
And th the wordes ſeme true, that 
the. rt. Emperourof Rome , bare wits 
ten in a ryng on his fynger, whiche (atd 
thus: Moe is he to be honoured, that 
g v de⸗ 
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deſerueth honour, than he that hath it, 
and deſerueth it not. Theſe wo: des are 
greatly to bee noted, and ſpoaken by a 
great loꝛde. Than returne to the pour⸗ 
poſe, Thou complaineſt of the wꝛonges 
and grietes that men doe to menne, and 
leaue the goddis. I baue no meraatle, 
fo: as the goddis doe neuer vntuſt thine 
ges, ſo the men neuer lightly dooe ante 
thyng iuſte. Rote this that J fate, and 
toꝛget it not. The Senate geueth an os 
pen pein, and publicheth the ſecrete faut 
in ſuche maner, that with the pein they | 
burte vs, and with the faut they ſhame 
vs. The Goddis are mo2e pittfull : fo 
though thet geue vs peine, pet thet kepe 
the faute cloſe. A mp frecnde Antigone, 
though the goddis gather rogtther the 
Nouth and wickednes, that we commit 
ſecretlie. Beleue me, and doubt not the 
goddis geue lite to mante, the whiche 
men bereueth. Thertoze I thinke , that 
thou ſhuldeſt rhinke and wiſhe that (ith 
the goddis haue ſuffered the plles that 
thou haſt doen ſecretelp, that thou muſt 
ſuffer open chaſtiſement, that men baue 
geuen tothee. Foꝛ other thinzpng 
to put awate the peine, thou (balt abide 
tharged with infamie, J haut wn 
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to the this long epiſtle, to thentent that 
thou ſhouldeſt haue ſome thyng to paſſe 
the tyme with. Lertatnly the greatteſt 
caſement tocaſehim that is in trauall, 
is to erercile the wauerpng heart with 
ſome good occupactons. J wil witre no 
moꝛe to thee at this tyme, but as tou - 
(hyng thy baniſhement, truſt me J ſhall 
biyng thee at one with the Senate. J 
ſende Banuttus mp ſecretarie to thee, 
geue as muche credence to his wooꝛdes 
as to my letter. And he dꝛingeth a goun 
to thee. End therwith my hert and will 
{oz to comtfoꝛte thee. Salutacton peace 
and good age bee with thee, and che pꝛe 
of the goddis and yl koꝛtune be ſeparate 
fro me. Matte my how{bolde wyfe and 
childꝛen ſalute thee as thine owne, Und 
we ſalute all thy familic as our owue. 
Though the halte of my letter be not of 
mp hand, comfo:t thee, foz my heart is 
entierly thine. Thou knoweſt bowe J 
was greuoullye burte in the warres of 
Dacie in my hand, and in moyſte wea - 
thers one of my fingers lleepeth. Thus 
g make angnde as alwaies thine ownes 
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¶ In other letter ſent by Marke the em⸗ 
perour to the came Intigonus a⸗ 
gainſte cruell Judges.

F Ne I Antigonus baniſhed, des 
"1 {A ſired (ſalute fo2 hym, and 

1 ret koꝛ thee. To eſchewe 
11 tbe enutous trauatles of 
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Rome, and to ſee certain 
bookes of ſHeb2ewe, that were brought 
to me fro Delta, I came hither to Sas 
nia: made great haſt in mp ioutneies, 
how de it at Salon the feuer tooke me: 

and the. rr. date of June J recetued thy 
ſecond letter, and the ſame houre the fe: 
uer quartein toke me, IJ thinke none of 
vs both had the better hand. Foz nether 
mylong letter did put awatethy tras 
uaile, noꝛ thy ſhoꝛt letter did put awate 
my teuer. And though as now the fee- 
Iyng of thy trauaple mtnyſbeth that Þ 
bad, the moe bꝛenneth the deſire to re- 
medie thee. Therfoze J will fate ſome 
thyng tothee, but not that find ante 
conſolacion that thou haſt nede thereof. 
In the lawe of Rhodes J hane found 


theſe woozdes: We commaund, that 
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none be ſo hardy to geue counſatle with 
out remedy : fo: rhe woꝛdes to hym that 
is in trouble geucth ſmall conſolacion, 
whan thereisnoremedyp, Aldo the hert 
chat is in (ozowe, hath mote reſt ſhe⸗ 
wyng his owne greues, than bearpng 
we conſolacton of other. Thou ſateſt in 
thy letter, that the cenſozes are ryght 
I tyg020us in that tealme: and therfoze 
all that nacion hath yll wyll with the 
ſenate. Abecleue well,they haue good 
occaſton therof: oz dpchonouted men 
make the miniſters of iuſtice to be rys 
goꝛous, and namely thep of that ple. 
Fox there is an auncient p2ouerbe, that 
ſateth, Lygbtly all theſe plles are pll, 
and theſe Stcillians worſt of all. Now 
a dates the pllare mygbty in they? pl= 
ues and the good with they? vertues ar 
kept ſo cloſe, that it there bee not ſome 
b:ydell by tuſtice, the vll ſhoulde poſſeſſe 
all the woꝛlde, and the good ſhoulde fys 
nyſde hortly, But fynatiy to conſyder 
dow vnable we be bozne, and ate enup⸗ 
ronned with ſo many plles, beyng ſub⸗ 
tect to ſo many myleries, I meruaple 
not of the anitees that the humaine 
people committeth: but J am aſhamed 


of the cruell ſentence that our 2 
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tes doe not as Romaynes,btif as cruen 
tyꝛantes. Ot one thyng J am ſoze abas 
ſhed and greatly it troubleth my wyt⸗ 
tet, ſepug naturally andof rygbt, the 
tuſtice of the goddis is good, and we ofs 
fcndpng theim, aud that baue Juſtyce 
but lent to vs, pet we glomtp vs to dee 
crucl: ſo that the goddis doe pardon ins 
turics doen to thetm, whereby fame of 
meneneſſe abideth to them, and we chas 
ſtiſe the inturics of other, whereby we 
wyn the fame of tp2antes . In good ſloth 
there is no man among men no humain 
amonge the bumains, but he is a brute 
beaſt, aud wylde among wplide beaſtes, 
thatnameth him (cif to be of the fleſbe, 
aud hath nopitteto hnrte other tlewe: 
No? conſpdereth not, that the goddis 
baue made him a mcke beaſt and lowly I 
by nature, and he becometh a ficrs ſer⸗ 

pent by malice. Jnthe . xu. pere of the 
fundacion of Rome, Romulus the fyiſt 
kyng, (cnt a commandement into al plas 
ces and realmes nygh to bpm :as to the 
 Uolgues, Samites, and Kuſſiens, to 
Lapue, Tarentis, and Albanots : to the 
entent that all ſuche as wetke baniſhed 
troubled aud perſecuted in thep2 reals 
mes, ſpoulde come to Rome, and Tg 
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they ſhould de recetued and well entrea⸗ 
ted: and except the hiſtoztes Iye, Nome 
was moe inhabited in ten peres, than 
Babtlon 02 Catti ige in a. C. peres 0 
gloztous hert ot Romulus that ſuche 8 
thyng innented, and glozious tong that 
ſuche a thyng commanded:aud gloztous 
was the citee 02 counttep, that founded 
them vpon ſuche mercy and pitte. g haue 
founde dpuers letters of dyucrs reals 
mes of the oꝛpent, ſente fozthe, menctos 
nyng thus.

koꝛgettyng The pitic of the Komaynes, 
(hall bee reputed crueil, as Barbarts 
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as hie naturall childꝛen, but as cruel! e, 
nemies: and not toꝛ augmentouts ot the 
common welth but tufamours and tod⸗ 
ders of clemency. 

CWhan J was of the age of. rrrvit, 
pete, beepug in rhe ple of Crete, nowe 
called Cypzcs, tn wpater tyme, There 
was a mountapne called Archadio, 
whervpon toute pillers were ſette and 
a ſepuichꝛe of a kynge of worthy fame, 
and tn his Iyfe pittefult and full of mer⸗ 
cy : and as one ſhewed me, there were 
certapne wo2des wiitten inarecke lets 
ters rounde about the ſepulchze ſatyng 
thus: I baue taken tome atwates this 
counſatle, where as Impgyt dooe but 
lutteli good, Y nener dydde harme, and 
that that I mygdt haue with peace, 9 
neuer ſtroue fo: : Suche as I mpght o⸗ 
uercome with praicr, J neuer feared 
with rhzernpiges. Where as 5 mygabe 
remedy ſecretely, J dyd neuer chaſiſe 
openip: theym that J myghr cortecte 
with warapngcs, J ncuer hurted with 
beatynges: Suche as I chaſiſcd opens 
Ip, 9 fyrſt aduertiſed ſecretelp: and ti⸗ 
nally g neuer chaſtiſed on® bur J fo2s 
gaue toute. Jam rygbe ſozowfull bys 
cauſe that J baue chaſtyſed: _ — 
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glad decauſe that J pardoned. In 4g 
muche as g was boznc as a manne, mp 
tieſibe is here eaten with woutmes: and 
decauſe ; haue lpued vectuouſly in 
pte, my ſpirire hall now teſte with the 
goddis. 

C How thinkeft thou my frende Ants 
gouus, what an epttaphte was this 
And howe glottous was his lpte, ſyth 
the memoꝛp of hym vnto this date abts 
deth ſotmmortall2 And as the goddis 
mate belpe me in all goodneſTe, and des 
tende me fro ll, I haue not ſo great des 
lite at Pompeie with bis armp, noz at 
Gaius Julins Cxſar with his Baules 
of France, no: at Scipio with his Afs 
fricans, as I baue atthe kynge of Cp⸗ 
hs with bis ſepulchꝛe.

rather chan vengeance : wherby the tres 
ſpaſſours ſhuld haue occaſton to amend 
tbey: {ynne paſſed, and not to reuenge 
the tntury pꝛeſent. © what places and 
teaimes haue been loſte, not to the pl- 
neſle that the pil people bath commyts 
ted, but rather by the diſoꝛdinate Jus 
Qyce, that the miniſters of Juſtice haue 
erercifſed £ZThinkyng by rhey2 rygour 
to coꝛtect the domages palled, wheres 
by bath ryſen ſclaunders and fryfe. nes 
uer none ſuche harde of aloe.

CThts infriuctionAuguft Leſar gane 
to a gouernour of his, becauſe it was 
hewed hym,that be was ſomwhat crus 
ell inthat realm Certayniy they were 
wort wordes, but thep be ryght compens 
dious.

Wwhan IJ came fro the wars of the Pars

by Auguſt ; and vader the mountayne

la: at the poꝛte of O2ganant thou ſhalt 
_ fynde the bones of Colltodozus recapts 
tulet of the antike lawes, that was da⸗ 
nyſbcd dy Nero the cruet1: and in the 
teelde of Elinos, vader a marble, is the 
pouders of Siftfo Steneo, that was ſo 
well learned in the. vil. artes Ipberall, 
as though he had new founde theym he 
was banyſbed by the Martans. JI laie 
fo: trouthe thou ſhalte fynde it thus, 
fo: with mp knees D baue touched their 
lepulchzes. And all that ſcaſon my tents 
derepes were as fullol water, as they? 
bones were harde in the catth , Theſe 
were not banyſhed fc: no vilanpes that

wan thet are peopled with ſuche dead 
woyſe menne. Ind moe ouer, Centurion 
knowerh by woꝛdes the heute caſe, that 
theſe priſoners hadde with vs, and we 
with theim, the date of the feaſt ot mo⸗ 
ther Berecinthia. I ſate,Y ſaw not that 
d ile ſo muche crueltee in Rome, as we 
cauſed tnfamie through all the emppꝛe. 
Rome was neuer ouercome, by theim 


daie we ſawe ouergone, and troden vn⸗ 
der koote by thoſe fooles. The walles 
of Rome, that wer neuer touched by the 
Danfans, had that daie their lowpes 
full of armed trewandes : Rome that 
triumphed ouer all realmes, was tri⸗ 
umphed vpon that date, with tomblers 
and iugglers.

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and a ſmall honour to the Senate, that 
thou, thathaſt ouercome the wyſe Þ f- 
tres, and beyng ſo wyſe thy (elf, and of 
the bloud of the wyſe Romas, wilt be 
accompanted with ryeſe trewands aud 
fooles, Yn that vnhappie realine, al the 
wiſe men could not ouercome one, that 
was thought ſo mighty, among ſo mas 
ny fooles. I Cate to thee, that thy wit is 
in moꝛe pertll here in Rome, than thy 
Iyfe in Aﬀrike.

ter mockerte can be in the capttoll,than

than the renoume of capiteignes, with 
their triumphes and armes. And whan 
theſe caytiffes wandered all aboute in 
Nome in ſatette, ſounyng their leudnes,

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CThe firſt kyngof Connth aroſe by ſu⸗ 
che viltamns, Jſaw his ſepulchie at Coꝛ⸗ 
mchic. And as J ſap oftheſe ſmall num⸗ 
der, Y might tate of many other. 

CBeholde than Lambert, howe littell 
tate the goddis take, and how vartable 
the caſe of foꝛtune is, and how the dee⸗ 
des ok men fall. Some behad in memos 
tie for their foly, and ſame foꝛ their wiſ:
